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SMC  WALKATHON  BIG  SUCCESS 


As  a  major  contribution  to  the 
increased  participation  in  the 
operation  of  their  school,  the  stu- 
dents of  St.  Michael's  College 
School  held  a  walkathon  on  Satur- 
day, October  17,  1970.  Assisted 
by  the  teaching  staff,  the  students 
were  attempting  to  raise  sufficient 
funds  to  alleviate  the  financial 
burden  imposed  upon  the  school 
by  necessary  capital  expenditures. 
The  expenditures  involved 
included: 

— installing    a    new   fire    alarm 

system, 
— putting  a   new   roof  on   the 

school, 
—expanding  the  library, 
— adding    new    chairs    to    the 

cafeteria  and  the  gymnasium, 

as  well  as, 
— meeting    the    United    Appeal 

pledge,  and 
— aiding  the  missions. 

Following  a  route  laid  out  by 
Father  Meagan,  400  students  and 
20  staff  members  walked  20  miles 


and  raised  a  total  of  $25,000.00. 
Although  some  were  plagued  by 
blisters  and  stiff  muscles,  all  of 
the  walkers  reached  the  finish 
line.  Those  teachers  not  involved 
in  walking  were  either  on  duty  at 
the  check-points,  or  driving  the 
nurses  around  to  the  various  first- 
aid  posts. 

The  top  money  raiser  of  the  event 
was  school  principal.  Father  Nor- 
man Fitzpatrick,  who  received 
$3,420.00  in  pledges.  Bohdan 
Babiak,  who  raised  $640.00,  was 
the  number  one  fund  raiser  among 
the  students.  One  of  the  student's 
parents,  Mrs.  Siatkowski,  partici- 
pated and  raised  $119.00. 

Although  the  walkathon  was  not 
scheduled  to  begin  until  8:15  a.m., 
a  number  of  the  students  arrived 
at  the  school  for  the  walk  at  7:00 
a.m.  They  were  attempting  to  par- 
take of  the  free  hamburgers  being 
offered  to  the  first  100  walkers  by 
the  Harvey's  outlet  at  St.  Clair 
Avenue  and  Caledonia  Road.  The 


Burger  King  Restaurant  at  Law- 
rence Avenue  and  Dufferin  Street 
offered  free  cokes  to  all  the  par- 
ticipants. 

Covering  the  course  in  the  fastest 
time  of  31/2  hours  were  students 
Tibor  Baranyi  and  Peter  Baiocco. 
Most  of  the  entrants  walked  the 
course  in  approximately  8  hours, 
and  all  had  finished  by  6:30  p.m. 
The  school  track  team,  competing 
in  a  track  meet  on  the  day  of  the 
event,  jogged  their  way  around 
the  route  on  Sunday. 

Everyone  who  participated  in  the 
walk  received  a  tremendous  feel- 
ing of  accomplishment,  not  only 
because  of  the  money  that  they 
raised  for  such  a  worthy  cause, 
but  also  in  the  realization  that  they 
possessed  the  physical  stamina  to 
complete  this  feat.  The  students 
and  the  staff  of  the  school 
showed  great  enthusiasm  and 
competence  of  this  highly 
successful  venture,  and  they  are 
to  be  heartily  congratulated.
